FOUND DEAD IN WOODS 


Searcher Finds Body of Child, 
Who Disappeared Friday, 
Near Home. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Nov. 12 
(AP).—The body of Murray Up- 
shaw Jr., 2-year-old child missing 
since Friday, was found in the 
woods near his North Georgia 
mountain home today. | 
Safety Commissioner Lon Sulli- 
van said a State highway patrol- 
man reported finding the child dead 
“in the woods back of the Upshaw 
place.” 


Troopers hurried to the scene to 
continue the _ investigation, and 
Maj. Sullivan said he had no fur- 
ther information and did not know 
the cause of the child’s death. 
Joel Parker, who lives about 
eight miles from Cartersville, found 
the body while walking through 
the woods with a searching party. 
“I didn’t look at him closely,” 
Parker said. “He was lying face 
down under a pine tree.”

It was about a mile and a half 
from the Upshaw home, across the 
mountain just back of the farm.

BIG LINER QUEEN ELIZABETH 
SAILS TO ENTER WAR SERVICE 


$30,000,000 Ship Leaves New York, 
Where It Had Been Since 
Maiden Voyage. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP).— 
The $30,000,000 British liner Queen 
Elizabeth sailed today to enter 


active war service. 
Although British officials refused 
to disclose plans for the 85,000-ton 
vessel, the largest ever built, it 
was assumed it was to join its sis- 
ter ship, the Queen Mary, in carry- 
ing troops.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP).— 
The United States Supreme Court 
ruled today that the Labor Board 
did not have the right to require a 
company found guilty of violating 
the Wagner Labor Act to reim- 
burse governmental relief agencies 
for wages paid employes held to 
have been deprived of their regu- 
lar work, 

Chief Justice Hughes delivered 
the opinion, which held that the 


board had acted beyond its author- 
ity in issuing such an order against 
the Republic Steel Corporation of 
Cleveland, O. 

“We do not think,” the Chief 

Justice said, “that Congress in- 
tended to vest in the board a virtu- 
ally unlimited discretion to devise 
punitive measures, and thus to pre- 
scribe penalties or fines which the 
board may think would effectuate 
the policies of the (Labor) act.” 
The Labor Board had held that 
the money it ordered reimbursed 
would be deducted from the amount 
found due the employes for back 
pay. A Government spokesman 
estimated that $200,000 to $400,000 
was involved in the Republic Steel 
case, 
The litigation grew out of a 
board order directing the corpora- 
tion to reinstate 5000 or more.em- 
ployes who participated in the 1937 
“Little Steel” strike. The Supreme 
Court previously has refused to re- 
view the reinstatement order. 


Dissenting Opinion. 
Justices Black and Douglas dis- 
sented from the majority stand on 
relief reimbursement but said they 
would have acquiesced in the opin- 
ion if it had been based on the 
ground that discharged employes 
“must themselves be the recipients 
of the back pay” in question. 

“But the judgment here,” their 
dissenting opinion added, “does not 
rest upon such an interpretation. 
The holding appears to be on the 
broad ground that the board may 
not require full back pay... if 
he has received pay for services 
performed on a governmental relief 
project provided exclusively for the 
needy unemployed.” 

Justices Black and Douglas ex- 
pressed the belief that an employ- 
er’s knowledge that he might be 
“called upon to pay out the wages 
his employes would have earned 
but for their wrongful discharge, 
regardless of any assistance Govern- 
ment may have rendered them dur- 
ing their unemployment, might well 
be a factor.in inducing an em- 
ployer to comply with the act.” 


The Majority View. 

The majority cpinion, however, 
said: 

“That argument proves too much, 
for if such a deterrent effect is 
sufficient to sustain an order of 
the board, it would be free to set 
up any system of penalties which 
it would deem adequate to that 
end.” . P

NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP).— 
Wendell L. Willkie has rejected 
as a “totalitarian idea” any, sug- 
gestion that the minority “surrend- 
er its conviction” and join the ma- 
jority for the sake of a united 
front. 


The defeated Republican presi- 
dential candidate counseled his 
followers in a radio address last 
night to constitute themselves a 
“loyal opposition” during the next 
four years, but cautioned against 
“opposing things just for the sake 
of opposition.” 

Before concluding his remarks 
by quoting Lincoln’s famous “With 
malice toward none” address, Will- 
kie departed from his prepared 
text to affirm his belief that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt would keep the 
nation out of war unless attacked. 

Willkie said: “Mr. Roosevelt 
and I both promised the people 
in the course of the campaign that 
if we were elected we would keep 
this country out of war unless at- 
tacked. Mr. Roosevelt was re- 
elected and this solemn pledge 
for him I know will be fulfilled 
and I know the American people 
desire him to keep it sacred.” 


“A Slave Idea.” 


Taking cognizance of post-elec- 
tion speculation that he might be 
offered a Federal post in the in- 
terest of national unity, Willkie 
made it plain that the American 
form of Government was not de- 
signed to embrace such a concep- 
tion. 

“This would mean,” he said, 
“that in the United States of 
America there would be only one 
dominant party—only one econom- 
ic philosophy—only one political 
philosophy of life. This is a to- 
talitarian idea—it is a slave idea 
—it must be rejected utterly. 

“A vita: element in the balanced 
operation of democracy is a 
strong, alert and watchful opposi- 
tion. That is our task for the 
next four years. We must ‘consti- 
tute ourselves a vigorous, loyal and 
public-spirited opposition party.” 
To those who had written him 
since the election, urging that the 
“cause we have been fighting for 
be carried on,” Willkie expressed 
hope that they would continue the 
“thousands of organizations” found- 
ed during the campaign in his be- 
half. But, he added, it was not 
appropriate that they be continued 
“in my name.” 

“I do not want this great cause 
to be weakened by even a sem- 
blance of any personal advantage 
to any individual. I feel too deep- 
ly about it for that. Nineteen 
hundred forty-four will take care 
of itself.” 


Danger of Inflation. 


Chief among dangers facing the 
nation, Willkie said, is that of in- 
flation. To counteract this and 
“to correct some economic errors,” 
he proposed five steps: 

1. Cut to the bone Federal ex- 
penditures except for national de- 
fense and necessary relief. 

2. Allow private capital “as far 
as possible” to build the plants and 
machinery for defense. 

3. Levy taxes approaching “as 
nearly as possible” the pay-as-you- 
go plan. 

4. Take the brakes. off private 
enterprise by adjusting taxes and 
Government restrictions to give 
freedom “under wise regulation” to 
release new investments and new 
energies, thus increasing national 
income. 

. 5. A change by the Government 
of its “punitive attitude toward 
both little and big business men.”

ATHENS, Nov. 12 (AP).—Greek 
troops who advanced under heavy 
bombing attacks crowded today on 
the heels of shattered Fascist forces 
reported retreating in disorder 
along the whole fighting front of 
Italy’s stalled invasion. 

The Greek high command said 
its mountain troops and cavalry 
mopped up behind the routed Ital- 
ians and speedily consolidated po- 
sitions regained at the start of 
the third week of fighting, despite 
“intense activity” of Italian planes 
along the front.

3-4, the Admiralty announced to- 
day. Other shipping losses that 
week were reported as four Allied 
ships totaling 5403 tons and one 
neutral ship of 1583 tons. 

The total of 72,595 tons included

BUCHAREST, Rumania, Nov. 12 
(AP).—The German army’s prepa- 
ration of military bases in Rumania 
was abandoned temporarily today 
as Nazi troops were used in rescue 
work among the ruins of homes, 
shops and factories razed by Sun- 
day’s devastating earthquake. 

Reports from the oi] fields indi- 
cated damage to refineries was 
widespread, but enough oil re- 
mained in undamaged reservoirs to 
assure undiminished shipments for 
the Reich war machine. 

Some obserwers, however, pointed 
out another handicap to the Ger- 
man program in the earthquake’s 
partial disruption of agriculture. 
Much fall plowing is not yet com- 
pleted, and tens of thousands of 
peasants will be calicd from the 
land to aid in reconstruction, put- 
ting a drain on the nation’s labor 


supply. 

German army tanks and trucks, 
as well as men, are participating in 
the rehabilitation and relief work. 
Even some Rumanians who are 
opposed to Germen military control 
of the country have expressed ap- 
preciation for the prompt aid.

What do Hitler and Mussolini 
want? First, they want a closer 
and firmer basis for a crack at 
Great Britain in the Mediterranean. 
Then, they want their complete do- 
minion of the Balkans to be recog- 
nized. Third, they want not Turkey, 
but free passage through Turkey 
to carry military operations into 
Syria, Mesopotamia and the Suez 
Canal territory. And finally, they 
want Russia to get off Japan’s 
coattails in the Far East, so the

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP).—

SECOND EXPLOSION 
AT PLANT IN 3 DAYS 


NEW CASTLE, Pa., Nov. 12 
(AP).—An explosion of 1000 pounds 
of dynamite today blasted to bits 
three men and a packing house ir 
which they were working at the 
American Cyanamid & Chemical 
Corporation plant three miles from 
this Western Pennsylvania city. 

The blast occurred a few seconds 
after a small plant locomotive had 
brought the explosive to the small 
packing house and had chugged 
away with 1000 pounds of dynamite 
that had been packed and wrapped 
in stick form. 

State Motor Patrolman Robert 
McCullough said there was “noth- 


‘ing left to provide any clews” to 


the cause of the explosion, adding 
that as far as he could determine 
there was no reason to suspect 
sabotage. 

Only “a hole in the ground” re- 
mained at the spot where the pack- 
ing house stood, McCullough said. 
It was located in a ravine where 
several other plant buildings were 
scattered. 

Windows in a laboratory were 
shattered by the explosion, but 
other buildings and the remainder 
of the plant’s 150 employes escaped 
unscathed. The plant was former- 
ly operated by the Burton Explo- 
sive Co. and was known here as 
the Burton powder works. 

Sales offices of American Cyan- 
amid in Pittsburgh reported the 
Edinburg plant’s production was 
devoted solely to commercial ma- 
terials and that no Government 
orders were ir. production there. 

A spokesman for the company at 
Edinburg declined to give any in- 
formation on the blast. 

The blast was the second in the 
corporation’s plants within three 
days.

OS PROBLEM 
‘Hard to Imagine’ Him Not 
_ Giving Aid but War on 
Turkey ‘Looks Like 4 
Years’ of Action.

ROME, Nov. 12.—“The conversa- 


tions in -Berlin are a fair warning 
to Turkey. She must put her cards 
on the table ...and declare 
whether she is for England and 
against the combination of Russia 
and the Axis.” 

That is the chant of the Italian 
press as Fagcists watch the Hitler- 
Molotov conversations which must 
decide whether the “battle for oil” 


can be won by diplomacy or 
whether the Axis armies must 
brave the desolate hills of Asia Mi- 
nor in an arduous winter cam- 
paign. 

The invasion of Greece is only a 
phase in this larger operation 
which should give the Axis the oil 
of the Near East, the air bases of 
Turkey and Syria, and the possibil- 
ity of destroying British naval 
power in the Mediterranean by 
land actions against the Suez and 
Alexandria. 

Mapped by Axis Dictators. 

This campaign was mapped out 


mier Benito Mussolini in their 
Brenner meeting Oct. 4, and Ital- 
ians point out that, with Japan 
brought into the Axis alliance, an 
understanding with Russia has be- 
come inevitable. It is part of the 
strategy of the two dictators to 
force the neutrals to assume that 
an Axis victory is inevitable, and it 
is significant that Italian newspa- 
pers write that Molotov and Hitler 
are “talking Turkey” today “at a 
moment when the dismemberment 
of the British Empire is under 
way.” 

Soviet Dictator Stalin’s lively re- 
spect for the German and Japanese 
military machines, acting jointly, 
is equaled only by his enthusiasm 
for widening the frontiers of a So- 
viet Union which has already re- 
gained parts of Poland and Fin- 
land, the succession states of Lat- 
via, Esthonia and Lithuania, and 
the Bessarabian region of Rumania, 

The obvious prize for Stalin to- 
day is the Dardanelles, always the 
dream of Russia, whether Czarist 
or Communist. This seems unlike- 
ly, however, to this correspondent, 
for three reasons: A promise of 
the Dardanelles to Russia would 
make the Turks fight more surely 
than anything else; the "Germans, 
too, have always dreamed of pa- 
trolling those straits; the Darda- 
nelles would be valuable to Russia 
as a diplomatic counter, alone, if, 
as the Berlin conversations  as- 
sume, control of the Meiterranean 
with its exits is to belong in the 
future to a victorious Axis.

The true access to the sea for 
Russia, if the Mediterranean be- 
comes “mare nostrum” (Italy’s 
“our sea”) in fact as well as in 
oratory, would lie in the gulfs of 
Persia and Oman, and the Indian 
coast along the Arabian Sea. The 
Axis might be willing to designate 
Iran and a part of India as a fab-, 
ulously rich sphere of Russian in- 
fluence, ready for the cultivation 
of Stalinism. Even in the World 
War, the Russians went into Per- 
sia (now Iran) and in the subse- 
peace their Communist 
agents have been busy in Afghan- 
istan and India. To the oriental 
mind of Stalin, these must be ex- 
citing plans and surely Moscow 
and Tokyo can work out their re- 
spective spheres, once British con- 
trol is lifted from this quarter of 
the globe. 

It seems to this observer, how- 
ever, that the Axis can scarcely 
hope for much beyond neutrality 
and diplomatic pressure against 
Turkey. Stalin, by all reports, has 
learned much from the Finnish 
war, which was to have been a 
four-day excursion. 

Any Russian operations against 
Turkey look, even from the outset, 
like four years rather than four 
days of glorious dying for the par- 
ty, as anyone who knows the 
Caucasus will vouch. 

It is hard to imagine, conse- 
quently, how Stalin could carry 
out a promise, even if Molotov 
makes one, that he will join in a 
pincher movement against Tur- 
key if the Turks fail to capitulate 
and let the Ger:nans through to 
Syria. And yet, it is hard to see 
how Stalin can refuse the Germans 
and the Japanese if both demand 
prompt action.

Board Decison in Indiana AFL-CIO 
Case Is Upheld. 


A National Labor - Relations 
Board order designating a CIO in- 
dustrial] union instead of a smaller 
American Federation of Labor 
craft union as a collective bargain- 
ing agency was upheld by the Su- 
preme Court. 

Joseph Padway, the Federation’s 
attorney, had contended that the 
ruling, if followed generally, would 
“destroy our internal organization 
that has existed for 60 years.” He 
referred to the Federation’s craft 
union set-up as contrasted with the 
CIO’S industrial unions. 

Robert B. Watts, associate gen- 
eral counsel for the Labor Board, 
asserted, however, that the litiga- 
tion applied only to “special and 
unusual circumstances” that devel- 
oped at the Serrick Corporation of 
Muncie, Ind. 

Watts said the Federation craft 
union—a local of the International 
Association of Machinists, Tool and 
Die Makers—had been denied desig- 
nation as a voting unit because it 
had been assisted “by the com- 
pany’s unfair labor practices.” 


Justice Douglas delivered the 


opinion. No dissent was announced. 


He said that the Labor Act au- 
thorized an order abrogating a 
contract “with a labor organiza- 
tion which has been assisted by 
unfair labor practices.” 

He added that “the presence of 
such practices in this case justified 
the board’s conclusion that petition- 
er (the Federation affiliate) did 
not represent an uncoerced major- 
ity of the tool room employes.” 

The board determined that all 
the production employes, including 
members of the craft union, should 
be the voting unit. It designated 
the United Automobile Workers of 
America, a CIO affiliate, as the 
collective bargaining agency and 
directed the corporation to abro- 


4jgate a collective bargaining con- 


tract with the Federation union. 

The Federation claimed to have 
obtained before the board’s decision 
a majority of all the production 
employes. It contended the board 
had acted improperly in failing to 
order an election at that time to 
determine the representation. 

He said the Federation affiliate 
“made no showing at the hearing 
that a majority of the employes 
had shifted to it after the-employer 
refused to bargain with UAW. 

The board’s order was sustained 
by the United States Court of Ap- 
peals for the District of Columbia 
and was complied with by the cor- 
poration.

Profit From U. S. Farm Loan Bond 
Sale Held Taxable. 


The Supreme Court held that 
profits made from the sale of Fed-

Justice Douglas delivered the de- 
cision which involved a $4107 tax 
against Ashby Oliver 
Stewart, Atherton, Cal., on $84,275 
profits in 1931. Justice Roberts 
dissented. 

The Government successfully con- 
tended that only interest from such 
bonds was exempt. The Ninth 
Federal Circuit Court ruled against 
this contention.

Under our philosophy, the pri- 
mary purpose of government is to 
serve its people and to keep them 
from hurting one another. For 
this reason our Federal Government 
has regulatory laws and commis- 
sions. 


For this reason we must fight for 
the rights of labor, for assistance 
to the farmer and for protection 
for the unemployed, the aged and 
the physically handicapped.

Two days after the election, this 
administration recommended that 
the national debt limit be increased 
from 49 billion to 65 billion dollars. 

Immediately after. that announce- 
mert, prices on the New York 
Stock Exchange and other ex- 
changes jumped sharply upward. 

is not a sign of health, but 
a sign of fever. Those who are fa- 
miliar with these things agree that 
the announcement of the Treasury 
indicated a danger—sooner or later 
—of inflation. 

You all know what inflation 
means. You have lately watched 
its poisonous course in Europe. It 
means a rapid decline in the pur- 
chasing power of money—a decline 
in what the dollar will buy. Stated 
the other way round, inflation 
means a rise in the price of every- 
thing—food, rent, clothing, amuse- 
ments, automobiles—necessities and 
luxuries. Invariably these prices 
rise faster than wages, with the 
result that the workers suffer and 
the standard of living declines. 

No man can say exactly how big 
the national debt can. become, be- 
fore’causing serious inflation. But 
some sort of limit certainly exists, 
beyond which lies financial chaos. 
Such chaos would inevitably mean 
the loss of our social gains, the 
destruction of our savings, the ruin 
of every little property owner, and 
the creation of vast unemployment 
and hardships. It would mean, 
the rise of’ dictatorship. 
Those have been the results of 
financial collapse in every country 
in the history of the world. The 
only way that we can avoid them 
is to remain sound and solvent. 

It is not incumbent upon any 
American to remain silent concern- 
ing such a danger. I shall not be 
silent and I hope you will not be. 
This is one of your functions as a 
minority. But in fulfilling our 
duties as an opposition party we 
must be careful to be constructive, 
we must help to show the way. 


5-Point Economic 
Program Offered. 


Thus, in order to counteract the 
threat of inflation and to correct 
some 6f our economic errors, we 
can offer five steps for our Gov- 
ernment to take immediately. 

First, all Federal expenditures 
except those for national defense 
and necessary relief ought to be 
cut to the bone. Work relief, ob- 
viously, has to be maintained, but 
every effort should be made to 
substitute for relief productive jobs. 

Secor.d, the building of new plants 
and new machinery for the defense 
program should be accomplished as 
far as possible by private capital. 
There should be no nationalizing 
under the guise of defense of any 
American industry with a conse- 
quent outlay of Federal funds. 

Third, taxes should be levied so 
as to approach as nearly as possible 
the pay-as-you-go plan. Obviously 
We cannot hope to pay for all the 
defense program as we go. But we 
must do our best. That is part 
of the sacrifice that we must make. 

Fourth, taxes and Government 
restrictions should be adjusted to 
take the brakes off private enter- 
prise so as to give it freedom, 
under wise regulation, to release 
new investments and new energies 
and thus to increase the national 
income. I do not believe we can 
hope to bear the debt and taxes 
arising out of this defense program 
with a national income of less than 
100 billion dollars, except by low- 


ering the standard of living of 


consistently recommended that. But 
the day of witch-hunting is over. 

On National Unity. 

If this administration has the 
unity of America really at heart it 
must consider without prejudice 
and with an open mind such rec- 
ommendations of the opposition. 

National unity can only be 
achieved by recognizing and giving 
serious weight to the viewpoint of 
the opposition. Such a policy can 
come only from the adminis*:ation 
itself. It will be from the suppres- 
sion of the opposition that discord 
and disunity will arise. The ad- 
ministration has the ultimate power 
to force us apart or to bind us to- 
gether. 

And now a word about the most 
important immediate task that 
confronts us. On this, all Ameri- 
cans are of one purpose. There is 
no t among us about 
the defense of America. We stand 
united behind the defense program. 
But here particularly, as a minor- 
ity party, our role is an important 
one. It is to be constantly watchful 
to see that America is effectively 
safeguarded and that the vast ex- 
penditure of funds which we have 
voted for that purpose,; is not 
wasted. 

And in so far as I have the 
privilege to speak to you, I ex- 
press once more the hope that we 
help to maintain the rim of free- 
dom in Britain ard elsewhere by’ 
supplying those defenders with ma- 
terials and equipment. This should 
be done to the limit of our ability 
but with due regard to our own 
defense. 

On this point, I can say without 
boast, that never in the history of 
American presidential -. campaigns 
has a candidate gone further than 
I did in attempting to create a 
united front. 


However, I believe that our aid 
should be given by constitutional 
methods and with the approval, ac- 
cord and ratification of Congress. 
Only thus can the people determine 
from time to time the course they 
wish to take and the hazards they 
wish to run. 


Mr. Roosevelt and I both prom- 
ised the people in the course of 
the campaign that if we were 
elected we would keep this country 
out of war unless attacked. Mr. 
Roosevelt was re-elected and this 
solemn pledge for him I know will 
be fulfilled and I know the Amer- 
icam people desire him to keep it 
sacred. | 

Since Nov. 5 I have received 
thousands and thousands of let- 
ters—tens of thousands of them. 
I have personally read a great por- 
tion of these communications. I 
am profoundly touched. They come 
from all parts of our country and 
from all kinds of people. They 
come from Catholics and Protest- 
ants, Jews and Christians, colored 
people and white people. They 
come from workers and farmers 
land clerks and businessmen—men 
and women of all the occupations 
that make up our American life. 

All of these letters and telegrams, 
almost without exception, urge that 
the cause that we have been fight- 
ing for be carried on. 

In your enthusiasm for our cause, 
you founded thousands of organ- 
izations. They are your own or- 
ganizations, financed by you and 
directed by you. It is appropriate 
for you to continue them if you 
feel so inclined. I hope you do 
continue them. 

It is not, however, appropriate 
to continue these organizations in 
my name. I do not want this great 
cause to be weakened by even a 
semblance of any personal ddvan- 
tage to any individual. I feel too 
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every Man and woman who works. hundred and forty-four will take 


It is of the 
essence of my belief that

of Albert Einstein’s theory which 
would explain an irregularity of 
the planet’s motion, said Dr. Seth 
D. Nicholson, head of the Mount 
Wilson corps. 

The pictures, tracing Mercury’s 
path across the sun, also may aid 
the United States Naval Observa- 
tory in checking upon irregularities 
of the earth’s rotation on its axis, 
he added. 

At the University of Arizona Dr. 
Edwin F. Carpenter, director of

Communication Problem.

Split Hitler From 
His Allies. 


OW as from the beginning of 

this war, now as in the first 

World War, now as in the 
Napoleonic wars, the outcome de- 
pends upon the control of the At- 
lantic Ocean. In the end the vic- 
tory will go to the powers which 
can use the ocean to supply them- 
selves and can ,cut off their 
enemies from the non-European 
world. For Europe cannot be con- 
quered in Europe. Europe cannot 
be orggnized as a_ self-contained 
empire. Europe cannot live with- 
in Europe. Europe cannot be at 
peace within itself unless it is at 
peace with the outer world of Asia, 
Africa and America. 

For, though men talk of “Eur- 
ope” as if it had a political and 
geographical existence, in fact 
Europe has no frontiers and no 
one can say where Europe begins 
and ends. Is Russia, for example, 
a part of Europe? Are northern 
and western Africa a part. of 
Europe? .Is the Mediterranean 
which washes the shores of 
Europe, Asia and Africa a Eu- 
ropean sea? Are the Middle East 
and the Moslem world a part of 
Europe? Are the colonies and pro- 
tectorates of Britain, France, Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands, Denmark. 
Portugal, Spain and Italy, a part 
of Europe, scattered as they are 
throughout the world? -Is it not 
evident that “Europe” is inextric- 
ably connected with the whole 
world beyond the continent of 
Europe, and that, therefore, the 
control of the waters which con- 
nect or separate the continent from 
the outer world must decide the 
fate of the continent and of most 
of the outer world as well?

HIS is the reason why Hitler's 

victories on the land of Europe 
did not finish the war. This is 
the reason why even the invasion 
of Britain or the destruction of 
Britain from the air would only be 
the means to an end, the means to 
the control of the Atlantic Ocean. 
This is the reason why the re- 
newal of his war against British 
shipping is the most serious of all 
his efforts to win the war. This is 
the reason why the neutralization 
of this threat is the principal task 
in the present phase of the war.

UBLIC opinion has at. times 

exaggerated and at others it 
has under-estimated the _ critical 
importance of sea power in this 
war. The exaggeration has con- 
sisted in thinking that Germany 
could quickly be starved into sub- 
mission or revolt whereas, all ex- 
perience shows that even the most 
stringent blockade produces its ef- 
fect slowly. The underestimate has 
consisted in thinking that if the 
blockade did not win the war 
quickly, it never would win the 
war. Yet the developments in Eu- 
rope since Hitler overran the con- 
tinent in June demonstrate that his 
victories, though spectacular, are 
indecisive, that he cannot organize 
and consolidate what his armies 
have conquered. Since there is no 
army opposing him, since the Royal 
Air Force can as yet only hamper 
and annoy him, it is evident that 
what is denying him the fruits of 
his victories must be the British 
Navy. 

But when we look for the effects 
of British sea power on Hitler we 
|must not look primarily at the food 
rations of the German people or 
even at the German supplies of oil 
and raw materials. We must look 
at the political effect. The pres- 
sure of British sea power in driv- 
ing Germany, Italy, Russia and 
France apart, is making unwork- 
able the new European order of 
which so much has been said. The 
pressure will, if sea power remains 
invincible, do to Hitler what it did 
to Napoleon: it will deprive him of 
his allies and transform them into 
his enemies.

ONSIDER, first, the case of 

Russia. It is evident that Rus- 
sian policy has been dictated solely 
by fear of the German army, and 
that this, rather than any ideolog- 
ical consideration or imperialistic 
ambition explains the Stalin-Hitler 
pact, the partition of Poland, the 
occupation of the Baltic states, the 
Finnish war, and the seizure of 
Bessarabia and Bukovina. It is 
equally evident that it was the 
pressure of the blockade on Ger- 
many which explains the German 
advance through Hungary and Ru- 
mania and the whole effort to set 
the stage for a campaign against 
Suez, the Dardanelles and the oil 
fields of the Middle East. 

We do not know whether Russia 
will participete in this campaign as 
an accomplice of the Axis, or stand 
aside, or even eventually support 
the Greeks, the Turks and the Brit- 
ish. But we can be reasonably sure 
that Russia will go with Germany 
only if Stalin thinks it is too soon 
to be safe to oppose Germany, and 
that he will go against Germany if 
he thinks this is not too dangerous 
an operation. But what he must 
know, what everybody knows, is 
that while Russia will go with Ger- 
many while she must go with Ger- 
many, if the blockade continues 
Germany must finally attack Rus- 
sia and get at the supplies of the 
Ukraine and the Black Sea region.

GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON SAYS— 


Greatest Danger Now Is Inflation—Presi- 
dent Should Have Right To Ration 
Production, Even Control Prices. 


HE greatest danger before us 
T now is “inflation.” All that 

means is high prices. Since 
they are not as spectacular as the 
bombing of workers’ homes, they 
usually don’t get attention before 
it is too late. 
War inflation is about the deadli- 
est bearing of war upon the poor. 
Wages in war never have advanced 
as fast as the cost of living. The 
price of anything is mostly the cost 
of labor to produce it. The higher 
they go, the higher the cost of 
living. 
War inflation (high prices) is the 
worst bearing of war upon the 
helpless. Germany is bombing the 
homes of England’s poor non-com- 
batants and seeking to cut off the 
supply of milk to babies and food 
to adults. England is hell-bent on| 
the same process—to blockade Eu- 
rope and starve into submission | 
even her most gallant defenders, | 
France, Finland, Poland. 

I do not counsel otherwise. We, 
ourselves, invented war frightful- 
ness in our blockade of Southern 
ports and our destruction of food 


war of starvation against our own 
people—high prices. If they go too 
high they will destroy the practical 
living value of every insurance pol- 
icy, social security benefit, wage, 
salary or pension in the United 
States.

Fast, Armed Bomb- 
ers Still No Match 
for Single-Seated 
Fighter Units. 


AN is still without a formula 
M for building without the yard- 

stick of trial and error. Dom- 
inatirg. every combat zone to the 
stagnation of surface forces, air- 
power has made some costly mis- 
takes. 

For instance, in World War I it 
was quickly recognized that the 
heavy bomber was easy pickings 
for the fast, highly-maneuverable, 
single-seater fighter. 

Single-seater fighters, as escorts 
for the bombers, were only partly 
effective, because determined fight- 
er pilots generally penetrated the 
defensive single-seater screen and 
took toll of the bombers before join- 
ing combat with the defense fight- 
ers. All these lessons were def- 
initely demonstrated and. accepted 
by the air leaders of the last war 
more than 20 years ago. In the in- 
terim, many non-flying experts, 
generally high-ranking officers from 
the older services, had wormed their 
way into the air services and, dom- 
inating the command positions, ex- 
ercised tremendous influence on 
the design policies of warplanes 
to come. 


Ten years ago and less, there 
were groups in every air service 
who were so impressed with the 
mounting speeds of bombers that 
they favored abolitior of the single- 
seaters altogether. Airmen screamed 
to high heaven against this. But 
the men who didn’t learn their avia- 
tion from the cockpits were so ob- 
sessed with the tactical potential- 
ities of heavy, fast bombers that 
they were ready to discard all 
others. They concluded that single- 
seaters were merely romantic hold- 
overs from 1918. Some of those 
synthetic air leaders are still in 
high positions. 

Then came the Spanish Civil 
War, in which some analysts ac- 
cepted entire lessons without re- 
gard for factors that were purely 
local. Nevertheless, it was demon- 
strated again that big bombers 
were practically helpless against 
well-flown, single-seater units. Some 
air people were keen enough to 
understand that bombers had to be 
armed with increased gunfire equip- 
ment and more gun places to elim- 
inate bomber blind spots (areas into 
which bomber gunners could not 
fire). 

The increase in bombe? arma- 
ment, however, was nowhere as 
great as it should have been. For 
instance, I was amazed to find 
that the German first-line bomber 
of 1938 and 1939 (the Heinkel ITI, 
twin-engined and fast), carried

IN SHADOW OF NAZI 


Political and Military: Elite Assert That Axis 
Will Be Beaten and That It Is Aware of 
Fact, Leland Stowe Writes After Tour, 
Citing England’s Ability to ‘Take It.’ 


URING the past six weeks I 


day—namely, the prevailing Balkan 


This state of mind is in direct 
and surprising contradiction to 
Germany's present domination of 
political and economic life in Hun- 
gary, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Ru- 
mania. 

No peoples live under more inti- 
mate contact with Nazi power and 
methods. Nevertheless, in all those 
countries seemingly an overwhelm- 
ing majority of both civilian and 
military elite holds the deep, un- 
shaken conviction that Britain and 
the democracies are going to win 
the war.. In the course of exten- 
sive conversations in four Balkan 
capitals, I did not hear a single 
responsible government official or 
politician express the belief that 
Nazi arms would be victorious. 
Admittedly, this fact should not 
be exaggerated, since certain Cabi- 
net members ,whether Hungarian 
pro-Nazis, or Rumanian Iron 
Guardists, presumably feel that 
way. But I talked with a consider- 
able number of government func- 
tionaries without encountering one 
who was cocksure about Germany’s 
chances. 


View of Realists. 


On the other hand, it was ex- 
traordinary how many personages, 
some in government posts and oth- 
ers outside, declared voluntarily 
and usually with the utmost calm 
that there couldn’t be any doubt 
about Britain’s and the Allied cause 
triumphing over Nazi Germany and 
Italy in due time. When these sen- 
timents are voiced, as they are re- 
peatedly by the Balkans’ common 
people, you might put them down 
to wishful thinking. When they 
come from men of long political 
and military experience they are 
the product of realistic analyses 
which have ripened steadily since 
last June. 
Actually, throughout all six Bal- 
kan countries, an almost astonish- 
ing reversal of opinion among the’ 
governing class elite has occurred 
since the aftermath of the gloomy 
days which succeeded capitulation 
of France.

I remember the conviction with 
which a Rumanian Army Colonel, 
at the moment Hungarian troops 
were occupying Transylvania, re- 
marked, “Of course Britain will 
defeat Germany: there is no ques- 
tion about that.” : 

Among Balkan military men this 
opinion was widespread and rep- 
resents the judgment of profes- 
sional soldiers. Parenthetically, 
this existed long before Italy at» 
tempted to invade Greece, but Mus- 
solini’s greatest, costliest blunder 
merely serves to reinforce it. 

While I was conversing with one 
Balkan statesman of international] 
reputation, he declared that Brit- 
ish determination, plus American 
industrial production, could not fail 
to conquer Germany, whose arms 
production and food supplies already 
were seriously strained. He added: 
“Even if the Axis Powers should 
be able to seize Gibraltar or occupy 
Egypt, I know the English will 
come out on top. So long as the 
British spirit remains unbroken, 
and it won’t break, no sane Balkan 
leader can doubt the outcome of 
the war.” 

In another Balkan capital a dis- 
tinguished physician expressed the 
conviction that the tide of the war 
had already turned.

As a statement of the proper course for a democ- 
racy after a hotly contested election, the address 
was superb. Mr. Willkie, indeed, had a more closely 
reasoned thesis than in any campaign address His 
/manner was calmer, hig premises sounder. The prin- 
ciples he laid down for a unity that is not abject 
unanimity, for an opposition party that is critical 
but not carping, followed the highest conceptions of 
sound government. ; 

Mr. Willkie pledged his personal support to the 
President in the four trying years to come, as all 
good Americans have done or will shortly do. He 
called for free and open debate of national issues as 
the great safeguard of democracy, but he warned 
his campaign followers not to “fall into the partisan 
error of opposing things just for the sake of opposi- 
tion.” He set for them the lofty ideal of comprising 
‘for the next four years a “loyal opposition.” 

There can be no sound criticism for such a course 


given the country and ‘his followers the soundest 


an intelligently critical opposition should not do. 

When Mr. Willkie took up the subject of the 
national debt, he proceeded, sad to relate, to fire off 
another of those scare bombs with which the Re- 
publican campaign was filled. In the debt-limit in- 
crease which Secretary Morgenthau has suggested, he 
professed to see danger of inflation, with all manner 
of horrors in its train. 
“Financial chaos ... loss of our social gains . 
destruction of our savings ... ruin of every little 
property owner... creation of vast unemployment 
and hardships ... rise of dictatorship.” 

This was precisely the kind of unfair criticism 
against which Mr. Willkie had just warned his fol- 
lowers. It was unfair because the speaker nowhere 
mentioned the reason for the debt-limit increase: 
national defense. 

No one, Democrat or Republican or independent, 
relishes the spectacle of a steadily growing national 
debt. Yet the increase found necessary by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is not to be wasted or used 
for boondoggling, if an alert public opinion can help 
it. The money will be used for creating a strong na- 
tional defense. and no one has given more ardent 
support to that aim than Mr. Willkie himself. 

Inflation, of course, is to be dreaded, but this rich 
country has a long, long way to go before inflation 
becomes an imminent danger. The comparison with 
the conditions of near-bankruptcy in post-war Eu- 
rope is far out of bounds. 

With the principles Mr. Willkie laid down for con- 
tinued emphasis by his followers, there will be gen- 
eral agreement. Certainly there are few citizens who 
favor unlimited spending of borrowed money or the 
piling up of bureaucracy or domination of the elec- 
torate by political machines or executive usurpation 
of congressional powers or subjugation of the courts. 
And certainly everyone agrees with the Willkie con- 
ceptions of reduced unemployment, expanding pro- 
duction, full rights for labor, aid to the farmer, a 
free America, a powerful national defense, and so on. 

Despite Mr. Willkie’s insistence that devotion to 
those principles constitutes a “great cause,’ there 
is virtual unanimity across party lines as to his ex- 
| pressed credo. It was this unanimity which created 
so much of the campaign’s shadow-boxing, and 
turned the election at last into an expression mere- 
ly of the voters’ preference that President Roosevelt 
should continue to administer the policies which he 
had launched and to which Mr. Willkie throughout 
his speeches gave general approval. 

As a plea for national unity, the address last night 

was excellent. As a statement of sound principles, 
But in Mr.

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SUPT. ANDERSON FOLLOWS THROUGH. 

Superintendent of Instruction Anderson has been 
busy the last three months getting started in his 
new work, but he has found time to select and ap- 
point three committees whose business it will be to 
make the public schools of St. Louis effective teach- 
ers of democratic ideals and practice.

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THIRD AND MARKET: A HISTORIC SPOT. 

The southwest corner of Third and Market streets, 
which lies just outside the riverfront memorial area, 
is one of the most historic spots in St. Louis. Abra- 
ham Lincoln and his family stopped at the new 
Scott’s Hotel there in 1847 on their way to Wash- 
ington and Congress and the start of one of the great 
careers of all time. The Daniel Websters had stayed 
for several days in the National Hotel on the same 
site a decade earlier. In 1836, the first railroad 
convention west of the Mississippi closed its ses- 
sion with a banquet in the old hostelry. 

But the corner was historic before that. In 1818, 
while Missouri was still a territory, it became the 
site of the first Protestant church building in St. 
Louis, erected by the Baptist denomination. Three 
years later, the Baptists opened their house of wor- 
ship to the Episcopalians for the first Episcopal 
service west of the Mississippi. That same year, 
the first night school for apprentices in St. Louis 
was held in the vestry room. 

When the 1824 presidential election came—Mis- 
souri’s first—St. Louis voters went to the church 
to cast their ballots for John Quincy Adams, Andrew 
Jackson, Henry Clay cr William H. Crawford. And 
in 1826, when Jefferson and John Adams died on 
that same July 4, St. Louis’ first Mayor, William 
Carr Lane, called a mass meeting of his fellow-citi- 
zens there to honor the memory~of the two great 
Statesmen. 

Sti other historic associations at this corner in- 
clude the early services of the Unitarians in the Na-

Illinois retailers’ occupational tax, which is passed on 
to consumers and so operates as a sales tax.

The sales tax, condemned by all tax experts as an 
upside-down tax, one which bears heaviest on those 


least able to pay, was accepted in many states as an 


emergency measure. It may not have been written 
into the contract, but the pledge eventually to repeal 
this “tax on bread” was implicit in the very circum- 
stances under which it was shouldered by the rank 
and file of people.

'NO MORE TAX-EXEMPTS. 

Will the financial extremity of the United States 
Treasury at last cause the correction of a long- 
standing economic and social weakness in the na- 
tional tax structure? It looks as though this will be 
the case, now that Secretary Morgenthau has related 
reciprocal taxing of Government securities to raising 
the new revenue needed next year. 

This failure of the Federal Government to tax 
state and local bonds and of state governments to tax 
Federal securities has done the unhealthy thing of 
providing “a comfortable storm cellar for the rich 
man,” to use the graphic phrase of the Wall Street 
Journal. That is, persons of wealth, who could af- 
ford to take relatively small return, have escaped 
their fair share of taxation by investing in tax- 
exempts. Since early in the 1920s, Presidents, Cab- 
inet officers and tax authorities—Republicans and 
Democrats alike—have called for an end to this im- 
munity for income from government securities. 

Mr. Morgenthau estimates that two billion dollars’ 
worth of state and local securities, not now taxable 
by the Federal Government, will mature next year. 
The new Congress should unhesitatingly take the 
steps required to bring the replacing issues and new 
issues under Federal taxation. The Supreme Court, 
by a series of decisions dealing with tax immunity, 
has indicated that it will uphold such action as both 
constitutional and desirable.

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A COMPROMISE ON FLAG SALUTES. 

The problems created by the sect called Jehovah's 
Witnesses have been troublesome for school and law- 
enforcement authorities in many states. Because the 
tenets of this group’s faith forbid salutes to the flag, 
children of its members have been barred from 
public schools, and the United States Supreme Court 
has upheld the ban. Defenders of civil liberties have 
found it difficult to reconcile this situation with the 
fundamental principle of religious freedom. 

What appears to be an acceptable compromise 80- 
lution has now been worked out by Judge Arthur E. 
Moore of Pontiac, Mich. Nineteen children had been 
suspended from the school at Rochester, Minn., for 
refusal to salute the flag. Judge Moore suggested 
that a pledge of allegiance to the United States 
rather than to its flag might satisfy. the school au- 
thorities and be found in accordance with the sect’s 
beliefs. The amendment has been agreed to by both 
sides, and the 19 children are back in school. 

This compromise does not alter the primary fact 
of discrimination against a religious belief, It does, 
however, provide a working basis for agreement, and 
makes it unnecessary to deprive children of their ed- 
ucational opportunity because they hold fast to an 
unpopular belief, as a matter of religious conviction.

The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 
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F everyone has recovered from his amaze- 

ment with the results of the Missouri 

election, it might be a good time to take 
a look at some of the final returns and at- 
tempt to determine the cause of the big 
upset. In the first place, what “couldn't 
happen” in Missouri came to pass, and a lot 
of bewildered politigians still are wonder- 
ing what hit them. 

As an interested observer, it is our opin- 
ion the “boys and girls out in the country” 
spoke their piece and they used emphasis in 
paying their respects to city political ma- 
chines, particularly the St. Louis Democrat- 
ic setup. Too long these country people 
have objected to having a machine politician 
shoved down their throats, and this election 
afforded the golden opportunity to take 
care of the situation. They did—and how! 

For the first time in many years, the ma- 
chine leaders were unable to satisfy the 
rural voters whose ballots in many elec- 
tions have been covered up by the huge city 
blocks of votes. Party workers have given 
only a passing glance at many of the small- 
er counties in the State which last Tuesday 
went to the polls in sufficient numbers to 
repudiate former masters and elect their 
“own boy,” Forrest C. Donnell, as Governor. 
There should be a lesson in this to future 
machine workers who are inclined to dis- 
count the country vote. 

Such counties as Henry, Bates, Jasper and 
Greene, in the Western and Southern parts 
of the State, had an important part in the 
defeat of the St. Louis machine candidate. 
The vote they piled up for the Republican 
candidate tended to offset the big city ma- 
jorities. Benton County, in the Central 
Missouri Ozarks, gave an almost 3-to-1 vote 
to Donnell, and the same was true in Cedar 
and Christian counties. Cooper County, on 
the edge of “Little Dixie,” came through 
with a Republican majority. 

More surprises are found in the returns

from Saline County. The vote there was 
almost even, with McDaniel having a slight 
edge in the final returns. That can’t happen 
in Saline County, the old-time political “ex- 
perts” may say. Well, it did happen, and 
almost the same situation was true in Ma- 
con County, where McDaniel’s majority was 
very slight. 

In Randolph County, where Republicans 
often do not even place a county ticket in 
the field because of their minority, Donnell 
was given over 3000 votes. Randolph Coun- 
ty, by the way, is the home of the State 
Democratic chairman, C. M. Hulen. 

Moniteau County affords another inter- 
esting study. Down there, 3686 persons voted 
for Donnell and 2860 for McDaniel. Some- 
thing happened! The same thing must have 
happened up in Linn County, too, where the 
Republican candidate carried the county 
by about 134 votes. 

Over in Lafayette County, where, it has 
been said, many still are voting for Jeff 
Davis for President, a majority of more than 
2000 votes was given the Republican candi- 
date for Governor. Those people have lived 
close enough to Kansas City in past years to 
see the restiits of a machine organization. 

It should not be forgotten that it was 
the smallest counties, like Texas, “away 
down yonder,” with its 300 majority for Don- 
nell, that helped push machine politics into 
the background in the Governor’s race. 
Those smaller counties didn’t send in big 
majorities, but when they were all added, 
their voices had been heard. 

Summing up the entire vote in the Gov- 
ernor’s campaign, credit must go to the 
voters of the rural sections who had the 
courage to voice their objections to machine 
politics at the ballot box. Voting in ‘many 


of these rural districts isn’t an easy thing. 


It’s a long way over bad roads to reach the 
polling place, but it seems they got there 
somehow, and the victory is theirs.

These observations may make some of you 
pretty mad, but they are facts and there is 
no use in denying them. Besides, I can 
make them with a clear conscience. I voted 
for McDaniel because he was the party’s 
nominee (not choice) and because there was 
— wrong with the man’s personal rec- 
ord. 

However, I cannot, for the life of me, 
bring myself to feeling sorry that Donnell 
seems elected. They tell us he is all right— 
although up to now few have bothered to 
find out. Just to be right frank about it, 
perhaps it was the only thing that will bring 
the Democratic party leaders in the State 
to their senses.

ONCERNING “polls” of public opinion 

and the election, a person is reminded of 
a fine old gentleman in Baltimore a great 
many years ago who was opposed to news- 
papers and would not let them come into the 
house. Somebody asked him how he could 
dispense with a knowledge of the world’s 
great events. The old gentleman replied 
that if something really important happened 
anywhere, he would be sure to hear about 
it from a friend. 

So we might say that, in the case of an im- 
pending landslide election, we do not need 
the opinion surveys with their percentages, 
We are pretty sure to hear about the im- 
pending tidal wave from a friend, meaning 
from any number of sources—from the feel 
of the climate, as people knew what was go 
ing to happen in 1928, 1932 and 1936.

On the other hand, when an election is 
close and there is ao friend who can tell us ~ 
definitely what is going to happen, the scl- 
entific opinion surveys cannot help us out, 
With a 4 per cent margin of error demand- 
ed by the scientific method, it refuses to 
speak with scientific definiteness. It will 
not say who is to be the next President oF 
who will control the next Congress. And 
that is what pre-election “polls” are for. 

In this respect, the public opinion survey 
differs radically from surveys in many fields 
of business where they have proved their 
usefulness. For the manufacturer who 
wants to know the size of the public that 
buys his iceboxes or the advertiser who 
wants to know how large a public is listen 
ing to his radio program, a 4 per cent de 
viation from the survey figures is not of ma- 
jor consequence. 

The survey may say 52 per cent of break- 
fast food buyers and it will turn out to be 
48 per cent; the difference will bear looking 
into, but the breakfast food manufacturer 
will remain in business. There is nothing of 
the finality about it that marks a 4 per cent 
deviation from the 52 per cent Willkie voters 
in the survey to 48 per cent Willkie voters at 
the ballot box. , 


All in all, one is inclined to believe that 
the best election forecasting is still being 
done by that unscientific piece of calculating 
machinery known as the practical politiciam

UR. HANS J, MAMLOK, EXILED 
GERMAN DENTAL EXPERT, DIES 


Went to New York in 1937 Because 
of His Similarity to Chief Char- 
acter in Anti-Nazi Play. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP). — 
Dr. Hans J. Mamlok, pioneer in 
modern dentistry in Germany and 
former head-of the University of 
Berlin dental school, died of heart 
disease last night at his New York 
apartment. He was 65 years old. 

His similarity to the principal 
character in Friedrich Wolf’s play, 
“Professor Mamlock,” depicting the 
persecution of a Jewish surgeon 
in Nazi Germany, made his situa- 
tion in Germany so uncomfortable 
that he was forced to leave. He 
came to the United States in 1937. 

He told interviewers the play un- 
doubtedly was based in part on his 
life, but that he had no idea how 
the author, himself an exile from 
Germany in Switzerland, managed 
to draw the character so accu- 
rately. 

Because of his great knowledge 
of dentistry, Dr. Mamlok was li- 
censed to practice in New York 
without taking the usual] examina- 
tion, the first person ever to be 
so honored. His works have been 
standard textbooks for years. His 
researches included the so-called 
“Mamlok Fixation” for tightening 
loose teeth, and a treatment for 
arresting pyorrhea.

Taught at Harvard for 53 
Years — Once Chairman of 
U. S. Tariff Commission. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 12 
(AP).—Dr. Frank William Taus- 


omist, professor emeritus of Har- 
vard University, author, and chair- 
man of the United States Tariff 


Commission from 1917 to 1919, died 
yesterday. He was 80 years old. 
Dr. Taussig recently completed a 
new edition of “Principles of Eco- 
nomics,’” written originally in 1911 
and widely used as a textbook in 
Harvard and other’ universities. 
His other books included “Tariff 
History of the United States” and 
“Free Trade, the Tariff and Reci- 
procity.” 
He taught at Harvard for 53 
years, retiring in 1935 after 34 
years as Henry Lee professor of 
economics. Editor of the Quarter- 
ly Journal of Economics, he served 
as president of the American Eco- 
nomic Association, was a fellow of 
the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences and a member of ° the 
British Academy. He was a for- 
mer president of the Harvard 
Alumni Association. 
He suffered a stroke about a 
week ago at the home of a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Gerard C. Henderson, 
with whom he lived. 
He was born in St. Louis. 
Besides Mrs. Henderson, he is 
survived by two other daughters, 
Mrs. Redvers Opie of Washington, 
D. C., wife of an attache: of the 
British Embassy, and Dr. Helen 
Taussig of Baltimore, Md., and one 
son, William G. Taussig of Bel- 
mont, Mass.

Taussig, Former Head of Terminal 


Prof. Taussig was a son of Dr. 
William Taussig, who was presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Terminal 
Railroad Association through the 
period in which Union Station was 
built. His active life was spent in 
study and teaching of political 
economy, with a two-year inter- 
lude of service on the Tariff Com- 
mission, 

In the mid-twenties, Prof. Taus- 
sig urged modification of high tar- 
iff schedules. He supported Gov. 
Al Smith in the 1928 presidential 
campaign, and in 1930 was one of 
the economists who joined in a 
protest against the higher sched- 
ules of the bill. 

Prof. Taussig was related to the 
St. Louis Taussig families and was 
an occasional visitor here. On his 
mother’s side, he was a first cousin 
of Dr. Edmund H. Wuerpel, direc- 
tor of the School of Fine Arts of 
Washington University.

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EDMOND TAYLOR ON DANGER 
OF SUBVERSIVE PROPAGANDA 


Author Tells Junior League Under- 
mining of Civilian Morale Must 
Be Fought. 

Subversive propaganda is a more 
dangerous “fifth column” weapon 
than the more sensational espion- 
age and sabotage, Edmond Taylor, 
former foreign correspondent and 
author of the best-selling book, 
“The Strategy of Terror,” told 
members of the Junior League 
yesterday. 

“It is the demoralization of the 
people, the undermining of civil- 
ian morale and the acceptance of 
the idea that ‘democracy is a thing 
of the past’ that must be fought,” 
said Taylor, a former St. Louis 
newspaper reporter. 

This country has just lived 
through a propaganda battle“which 
may prove more decisive in the 
war of the democracies than the 
“Battle of England,” he added. The 
“battle” was waged, he said, by 
the fifth column to prevent Amer- 
ica from giving effective aid to 
England, particularly in the mat- 
ter of the  destroyers-for-naval 
bases deal, and to block the pas 
sage of the conscription bill. 

Admitting that the English were 
using propaganda in this country, 
Taylor denied that it could be called

flation always grinds the face of 
the poor, not only during hostili- 
ties, but for years thereafter. It 
lowers the buying power of their 
wages. It also doubles or multiplies 
the cost of war, not merely while 
it is going on, but for years there- 
after in the toil, sweat and taxes 
in which workers and their chil- 
dren must pay for the vastly in- 
creased cost. 

So far, we have'‘only the symp- 
toms of war inflation. But the 
germs are so plain that it takes 
no microscope to see them—terrific, 
governmental spending and  in- 
creased debt and deficit, capacity 
production, a sellers’ market and a 
desperate disposition for counter- 
bidding in a congested market with 
expense no object. It has been said 
that high taxes will stop it. It is 
crazy nonsense. Do high taxes of 
as much as 10 cents a gallon pre- 
vent the price of gasoline from go- 
ing up as high as 18 cents in some 
states.when it should be 6 cents? 
High taxes are not the answer. 
Mad as it may seem, I am for 
deficit financing of this war and 
not for higher taxes, 

This may come strangely from 
me, a hater of personal power, but 
I am also for giving the President 
a complete power of priorities to 
stop competitive bidding and to ra- 
tion production not to the longest 
purse, but to the most necessitous 
use. The latter can only mean sky- 
rocketing prices. If necessary, I 
am for giving him complete au- 
thority over the price structure to 
prevent its rising above reasonable 
levels. Everybody knows it is high 
enough now for reasonable profit. 
And now prepare for a real 
shock. I have complete confidence 
that Leon Henderson of the Advis- 
ory Commission, in conference with 
his present associates, is completely 
competent to handle this greatest 
of our present problems. His ex- 
perience in NRA was unique. As I 
said then: “Keep prices down—for 
God’s sake, keep prices down!”

British Bombers No Better. 


The British bombers were just as 
inadequately armed. The first 
clashes between the bombers and 
the multi-gunned fighters left gap- 
ing holes in the bomber squadrons. 
In the first few months of the 
war, when the armies were en- 
gaged in making face3 at one an- 
other from the:-Maginot and Sieg- 
fried lines, the discrepancy of 
bomber gunpower versus the fight- 
ing plane’s multi-gun efficiency 
was cleverly demonstrated. That 
put the bombers and fighters back 
exactly where they were in World 
War I. Each time the German 
bombers appeared over England 
and the British bombers over Wil- 
helmshaven and Kiel or Helgoland, 
the bombers began falling.

Will Co-ordinate Engineering 
Courses With Needs in 
Industrtal Plants. 


Dean Alexander S. Langsdorf of 
the W: ngton University Schools 
of Engineering and Architecturg 


thas been named regional adviser 


of the Engineering Defense Train- 
ing program, it was announced to- 
day. 

He will visit industrial plants in 
Missouri, Kansas, Arkgnsas, Ok- 
lahoma and West Tennessee to de- 
termine what help they need from 
engineering schools in obtaining 
men for new jobs in connection 
with the defense program. Then 
he will find out from the schools 
in this region what courses they 
can provide and what the cost will 
be. The Government will bear the 
tuition expense. 

Dean Langsdorf said it is expect- 
ed that specially-trained men will 
be needed for these industries: Ma- 
chine tool, airplane, tool and die 
making, internal combustion en- 
gines, marine engineering and 
naval architecture. Foremen and 
draftsmen also will be needed, he 
added, 


He cited as an example the St. 
Louis division of the Curtiss- 
Wright Corporation; which is ex- 
panding its facilities six-fold. En- 
gineering schools will co-operate in 
supplying trained men if the firm 
wants assistance, Dean Langsdorf 
said. 

Some teachers for the new courses 
in the engineering schools will be 
taken from industry. Others will 
be regular faculty members. About 
150 schools are co-operating in the 
$9,000,000 program, including eight 
in this district: Washington Uni- 
versity, Rolla School of Mines, Uni- 
versity of Missouri, University of 
Kansas, Kansas State University, 
University of Oklahoma, Oklahoma 
A. and M. and University of Ar- 
kansas. 

Young men trained for special 
jobs in defense industries will not 
be guaranteed jobs after comple- 
tion of their courses, Langsdorf em- 
phasized. Details of placement of 
trainees have not been worked out. 

Co-operation of tSate and Feder- 
al employment agencies will be 
sought. 

Dean R. A. Seaton of Kansas 
State College, who was succeeded 
as regional adviser by Langsdorf, 
has been made national chairman 
of the program. Langsdorf will re- 
ceive no salary. His appointment 
was by John Studebaker, United 
States Commissioner of Education.

Though Mussolini had 
been the one who really helped 
Gen. Franco, Hitler kept him sepa- 
rated from Gen. Franco—on land 
by unoccupied France and at sea by 
the British navy. Nor was that all. 
Though Hitler -ook from France 
everything hi needed in order to 
fight England—all the bases and 
jumping-off places for an invasion 
—Mussolini got nothing to help him 
in his war against England in the 
Mediterranean. Moreover, it has 
been Hitler and not Mussolini who 
has been negotiating with M. Laval 
about a “new European order,” 
though the Italians had been al- 
lowed_to thin': that the Mediterra- 
nean, Spain, the French African 
empire and French Syria were in 
the “living space” of Italy. Finally, 
though the Italians have always 
supposed that in Central Europe 
they were the dominant Power in 
Hungary and Rumania, they have 
been pushed out of Central Europe 
as they have been pushed out of 
Spain and France.

A baked dessert 
fits in with snappy weather and 
heavier diets. It also fits into a 
meal plan which sends other dishes 


to the oven. It’s time for pudding - 


‘and for the near and distant rela- 
tives of pudding. 

Here is a new fall dessert that 
combines apples and cranberries 
and will top off a baked dinner 
to perfection. Mix two cups sliced 
apples, two cups cranberries, two 
tablespoons flour, one and one-half 
cups granulated sugar, one teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-fourth teaspoon 
each, cloves, nutmeg, salt, one ta- 
blespoon lemon juice, three table- 
spoons butter and one-fourth cup 
water. Pour into a buttered bak- 
ing dish. Cover with a rich crust. 
Bake 40 minutes in a moderate 
oven. 


If you want a fuffy, fruit-fla- 
vored dessert, try this pie. Soak a 


tablespoon of granulated gelatin 


five minutes in one-fourth cup 
pineapple juice and pour it into 
three egg yolks, one-third cup gran- 
ulated sugar, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, two tablespoons orange juice 
and a tablespoon of lemon juice. 
Cook in a double boiler, beating 
steadily until the mixture is frothy 
and beginning to thicken. Remove 
from the heat and stir in one-half 
cup chopped dates, one-third cup 
broken nuts, one-fourth teaspoon 
grated orange rind and one-eighth 
teaspoon grated lemon rind. Beat 
three egg whites until stiff and then 
mix in one-fourth cup dark: brown. 
sugar and beat until creamy, Fold 
into the cooked part and pour into 
a baked crust. Chill until stiff. 


CHOCOLATE SUPREME is a 
dessert that will put class into any 
luncheon or dinner. Melt two squares 
of chocolate in two cups of heated 
milk. Pour over one-half cup gran- 
ulated sugar blended into one-third 
cup flour and one-fourth teaspoon 
salt. Mix thoroughly and add two 
eggs, one-fourth teaspoon cinna- 
mon, and one teaspoon vanilla. 
Pour into a buttered baking dish 
and sprinkle with one-third cup of 
shredded nuts. Bake 35 minutes 
in a pan of hot water in a mod- 
erate oven,

tizing and filling. Mix two cups 
flour, three teaspoons baking pow- 
der, two-third cup’ granulated 
sugar, one egg, cup of milk, four 
tablespoons melted fat, one tea- 
spoon vanilla, one-fourth teaspoon 
grated lemon rind and a speck of 
salt. Pour this over halves of 
peaches (hollow sides up) into but- 
tered custard cups, Cover loosely 
with waxed papers held in place 
with rubber bands. Steam 35 min- 
utes. 

Chocolate Chip Cottage Pudding 
is an ideal dessert: Here is how it 
is made: 

Two-thirds cup semi-sweet cho- 
colate, two cups sifted cake flour, 
two teaspoons baking powder, one- 
half teaspoon salt, three _ table- 


spoons butter or other shortening, 
one cup sugar, one cup milk, one- 
half teaspoon vanilla. 

Cut each small square of choco- 
late into small pieces. Sift flour 
once, meeney add baking powder 
and salt, and sift again. Cream 
butter, add sugar gradually, and 
cream together well. Add flour, 
alternately with milk, a small 
amount at a time, beating after 
each addition until smooth. Add 
vanilla, Pour- about one-third of 
batter into 8x8x2-inch pan, greased 
and lined with waxed paper, and 
again greased. Sprinkle one-third 
of cut chocolate over batter. Re- 
peat, ending with chocolate. Bake 
in moderate oven 50 to 60 minutes. 
Serve hot with whipped cream,

F you have a child in school visit 
Jus classroom this week, the one 
eek in the year set aside for the 
better acquaintance and deeper un- 
derstanding that ought to hold be- 
tween teachers and parents of 
scho ~ pupils. 

Rearing-a child is a lifework of 
the utmost importance to the fam- 
ily and the nation and it does seem 
that the responsibility it places on 
both teachers and parents war- 
rants close association between 
them. When you think that a child 
lives in the school for the best part 
of each day under the influence 
of teaching, guided by its princi- 
ples, headed into life by its forces, 
that parents ought to be excited 
about what goes on there. Few 
are. A visit to the school is rarely 
made until an emergency demands 
it. 

Parents see the physician who 
attends their child. They see and 
they Know something about the 
qualities of the clergyman who is 
in charge of their spiritual needs. 
They usually are concerned about 
the friends their children make. 
Rarely do they know the teacher 
who has, next to themselves, the 
greatest possible influence on their 
child’s future. 


Bobbie was not doing well in 
school, so mother wrote notes to 
the teacher. The teacher wrote 
back to mother, and although the 
notes were pointed and voluminous, 
Bobbie continued to do poorly until 
somebody in the school discovered 
that both Bobbie and his teacher 
were hard of hearing. 

Instead of Bobbie being feeble- 
minded, as the teaches hinted, he 
was -. bit deaf in one ear, and in- 
stead of the teacher’s being bad-

Once they un- 
derstood each other all was well, 
but a whole term of unhappiness 
might have been saved for all con- 
cerned had the mother called on 
the teacher by a; yointement and 
learned to know her and her way 
with children. 

Knowing how a child looks in his 
classroom besides his classmates is 
a revelation to most parents. 

“Why, I never knew that Mary- 


belle was so slow until ™ saw her - 


in class. Why, those children had 
the example worked and up on 
their feet ready with the answer 
before she got her pencil licked 
well enough to put down the first 
figure. I never was so stunned in 
all*my life. There she sat, licking 
the point of her pencil, and every- 
body else raring to tell the an- 
swer. No wonder the teacher said 
she was slow. She’s going to see 
the doctor tomorrow morning.” 


Sometimes parents get a happy 
surprise. One father, dragged re- 
luctantly to school by his son on 
whom he looked with discouraged 
eye because of his low averages, 
was moved to enthusiastic ap- 
plause for his boy when he heard 
him play a solo on the violin. 

“l’a never have believed it. He 
can get all the Bs he likes. If 
he can play like that he’ll do. 
Never would I have believed it. 
He is his grandfather again, a mu- 
sician.” 

Teachers become regular people 
on .close acquaintance. Children 
under the influence of the school 
and the teachers become strangely 
eidicient and wonderfully intelli- 
gent so that seeing them together 
in school becomes a startling and 
most informing experience for the

The Period of 
Adolescencein 
Woman's Life 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 
N discussing the awkward age 
| of women I said that only a 
_ gmall number have any real trou- 


bles or problems that are legit-* 


imately in the field of the physi- 
cian. Most girls pass imperceptibly 
from childhood to womanhood, and 
do not trovble themselves ner their 
purents with the consciousness of 
anything strikingly abnormal. 


With the onset of adolescence, 
however, nearly every girl needs 
some medical advice. Even if the 
abrupt onset of womanhood is per- 
fectly natural, it is disturbing and 
raises questions in the girl’s mind 
that are perfectly legitimate and 
should be answered. 

Here we need counsel that is 
both psychologic and endocrino- 
logic—psychology for tre inquisi- 
tive and perhaps not entirely hap- 
py mind and endocrinology for the 
adjustment of the physical changes. 
There are a good many books that 
can be read by parents on advice 
to the adolescent girl. There is a 
good deal of difference of opinion 
abozt when and how much instruc- 
tion she should have. I have talked 
to many women who recall their 
own problems at this time and’ are 
able to assess the advice they re- 
c-ived frankly and fairly and my 
conclusion is that in general the 
smallést amount of advice given at 
this time, the better. Most of the 
advocates of instruction, when they 
are face ‘to face with an actual 
girl, go at it with a kind of feroc- 
ity that frightens the poor child. 
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A SIMPLE explanation of the 
physical changes she must face is, 
of course, in order. It needn’t be 
sentimentalized. Tell her that her 
body for the next 30 or 40 years 
is subject to physical cycles. They 
are perfectly natural to women. 
Unjust as the arrangement is, men 
do not have them. Women are de- 
pendent upon tides of secretions 
from their various glands. In at 
least half or more girls there is 
pain at the height of the cycle— 
this will be cured, if by nothing 
else, by bearing her first child. 
Sometimes the cycles are irregular 
or cease. This is also perfectly 
natural and regular up to the ages 
of 15 or 16. These disturbances 
can often be remedied by the use 
of ductless gland hormones. 

The realization that she can now 
bear a child naturally revolution- 
izes her whole world. She instinc- 
tively changes her attitude towards 
boys—she no longer shares on the 
basis of free camarderie in their 
games and interest. She regards 
the doys she grew up with in child- 
hood with a sudden detachment and 
in general they look curiously cal- 
low. She has suddenly advanced 
beyond them. As at anotuer great 
period in life, it is revolution for 
her, it is evolution for him. 

In all these changes I am in- 
clined to believe that very largely 
every girl’s destiny is in her own 
hands. Neither parents, doctors, 
teachers nor other advisers can 
help her out much. Depending on 
environment and natural intelli- 
gence, she will find things for her- 
self, and life is sweet or terrible 
no matter how we try to solve it.

Thus cranberries 
are included in food sources of 
iodine which protect us againSt 
iodine deficiency and consequent 
simple goiter. The apples provide 
us with vitamin C, and evaporated 
milk is an economical source of 
protein, the minerals calcium and 
phosphorus, and vitamin A. So you 
see that this delightful frozen des- 
sert supplies many of the nutrients 
we need. 

Cranberry-Apple Milk Sherbet. 
- One-half pound cranberries, one- 
half cup water, one-half cup thick 
tart applesauce, two-thirds cup 
sugar, two tablespoons orange juice, 
one-third cup evaporated milk, 
chilled. 

Wash and pick over cranberries, 
add water and cook in a covered 
pan until soft; put through sieve, 
cooking water and all, discarding 
skins. Combine cranberry puree 
with applesauce, sugar, and orange 
juice. Beat evaporated milk which 
has been thoroughly chilled in 
coldest part of the refrigerator, un- 
til it is very thick and fluffy.

Many and complex are the prob- 
lems attending the manufacture of 
a motion picture, but executives 
agree that the struggle for self- 
control on one of these soul-sear- 
ing occasions has all previous wor- 
ries backed against the wall. 

“First I get a pain in the pit of 
my stomach and then I seem to 
become paralyzed all over,” said 
Mervyn Le Roy, one of the most 
affable producers in Hollywood. 
“After 10 minutes or so I’m all 
right again—I’m only numb.” 

No one up close to the produc- 
tion helm can get away from the 
heavy suspense attending sneak 
showings. A prominent director 
once fainted as the main title of 
his opus flashed on the screen, The 
head of a major studio, about to 
watch audience reaction for the 
first time on a two million-dollar 
epic he had been nursing for more 
than a year, was stricken with 
heart trouble. His chauffeur had 
him under a doctor’s care before 
the first reel was unwound.

A chain of theaters was tied 
into the award. Not a soul in the 
Pasadena theater won a dollar. The 
patrons were obviously disappointed 
and disgusted. Cat calls and boos 
rent the air. 

The manager walked off the stage 
and Sturges’ comedy suddenly came 
on the- screen. The first scene

showed Franklin Pangborn in a 
perfect imitation of the theater 
manager. 

“And now, ladies and gentlemen,” 
said Pangborn, “we are about to 
announce the winners in the $25,000 
coffee slogan contest.”

Sud- 
denly, in the midst of the title, the 
projectionist*inserted the familiar 
frost warring slide: 

“Frost due—smudge tonight!” 

In unison, the audience arose and 
trotted from the theater. Lighting 
smudge pots to protect the orange 
groves from frost was more im- 
portant than anything Benny and 
Allen had to crack at each other. 

Until the final editing is done, the 
picture itself and the sound track 
are printed on separate films. This 
simplifies the cutter’s job when 
changes are ordered after the 
But this greatly compli- 
cates the projectionist’s job in the 
booth. 

When “Lady of the Tropics” was 
given its first sneak, the first reel 
of the picture became mixed up 
with the second reel of the sound 
track. As a result, instead of the 
introductory roar of MGM’s famous 
Leo the Lion, audiences heard Hedy 
Lamarr’s voice announcing, “I 
think I’ll go home now.” 


At a Riverside theater during the 
climatic air raid scenes of “Idiot’s 
Delight,” the sound track went dead 
and bombs exploding and masonry 
tumbling in were completely silent.

ill for the two days after that 
sneak experience. 
When “San “Francisco” was 


“sneaked” in Long Beach, the lat- 
ter’s city’s familiarity with and 
horror of earthquakes hadn’t been 
considered by studio chiefs. When 
buildings began to buckle and fall 
all over the screen the audience al- 
most to a man ,filed out of the 
theater. When the lights went up 
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seven brave people were still in 
their seats. 

“Gone With the Wind” presented 
@ major problem for preview thea- 
ters in the sneak area of Los An- 
geles County. When the big pic- 
ture was known to be ready for 
preview, all Southern California 
was apparently on the lookout for 
it. It reached the point where au- 
diences actually hissed when a pre- 
view was announced that did not 
turn out to be “GWTW.” 
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HEN David O. Selsnick final- 
Wi; took the film to a Santa 
Barbara theater, unannounced, 
he asked the manager to inform the 
audience that a four-hour preview 
was to be given and those who 
wished to leave might do so before 
the doors were locked. No one left. 
They instinctively felt that this was 
“it.” And the comment cards, in- 
stead of being filled out for studio 
perusal were kept as souvenirs. 
The difference between comments 
written out by audiences at the 
various preview towns around Los 
Angeles is always marked. Long 
Beach’s vocabulary apparently con- 
sists of two words: “Swell” and 
“Lousy.” The same is true of Hunt- 
ington Park. Pasadena, home of 
staid, wealthy families, is dignified 
and conservative. Riverside and 
Pomona offer a wealth of detail and 
are the most literate of the group. 
But no American preview com- 
ment could possibly compare with 
that written by the indignant 
Englishman, who, after seeing the 
“sneak” British preview of “Good- 
bye, Mr. Chips,” declared that he 
considered the picture “a flagrant 
plagiarism of the book by the same 
title.”

The North-South hands were the 
sort that make it virtually impos- 
sible for partners to “get together.” 
It must be observed that South 
ventured both his no trump bids 
without the sign of a stopper in 
the adversely bid suit. On the 
other hand, North, who had what 
appeared to be a very likely heart 
stopper, could not but dislike a no 
trump contract because of his bad 
fit with parti. r’s diamond suit. 
Thus, each partner had an excel- 
lent reason to be afraid of a no 
trump game contract and, of 
course, neither had the strength to 
“reach” for a game contract in a 
suit. 

Some readers may feel that the 
difficulties would have been 
smoothed away if North had made 
an immediate spade bid over West's 
double. This, however, is not the 
case. Such a bid shows little 
strength, and certainly it would 
not have conveyed to South the 
idea that North had both spades 
and hearts controlled. Perhaps I 
should not even have chosen this 
particular hand for my column in- 
asmuch as it does no great credit 
to the best modern bidding meth- 
ods. However, it does bring out 
the point that we have not yet 
learned all there is to know about 
contract bidding. Perhaps it may 
inspire us to further research.
